STRAWBERRY CULTURE 


CHOICE AND PREPARATION OF SOIL 


We suggest that you choose a spot that is well drained and 
yreferably a part of your old garden spot. Do not choose a sandy 
cnoll or a low wet area. Strawberries like a medium soil with a 
rood moisture supply. Work your soil until the first six inches are 
loose and crumbly. 


FERTILIZER 


Manure is your best fertilizer, about 20 spreader loads to the 
acre or 8 wheelbarrow loads to 100 feet of row. Commercial ferti- 
lizer is not necessary where manure is used. If manure is not 
available, use about 20 tbs. of 5-10-10 to 100 feet of row. Mix all 
fertilizer well into the soil. 


SETTING PLANTS 


We suggest that you put your rows four feet apart or wider if 
you cultivate with a large tractor. Space your plants 24 inches 
apart in the row. You will need at least 100 plants for 200 feet of 
row and 5,500 plants for an acre. 

Smooth your bed and mark your rows with string. A pointed 
shovel is a handy tool for setting. Push the shovel into soil 8 in- 
ches; push the handle forward and insert the plant into the open- 
ing, being careful to keep the roots as deep as possible. Hold the 
crown of the plant level with soil and remove the shovel. Step 
firmly on each side of the plant. You should be able to see half the 
crown above the ground. Do not cover the whole crown and do 
10ot leave roots exposed. 


CARE OF THE BED 


Remove all blossoms from your plants this year. Ripening 
fruit slows the growth of your plants for your next year’s crop. 

Cultivate every week until runners start. Let all your early 
runners grow and place them so that your row becomes 2% feet 
wide. Each plant should make ten new plants and if properly 
spaced, you will have about 6 inches between plants. If your bed 
becomes too thick, you may cut off the runner plants that set late 
in the summer. A bed which is too thick means small berries next 
year. 


MULCHING 


We prefer about 4 inches of good clean straw or hay as mulch. 
Pine needles are also good for small beds. We do not advise saw- 
dust as it clings to your berries in the spring. Leaves are not ad- 
visable as they pack down and smother the plants. 

Mulch should be put on after the ground begins to freeze and 
left on in the spring until the plants begin to show signs of new 
growth. 


YOUR BEARING BED 


If you have chosen good soil, fertilized well, and weeded faith- 
fully, you should have a fine crop of this ever popular fruit. Good 
luck. 


STRAWBERRY VARIETIES 


We have listed our strawberries in the order that they ripen 
‘or us. All our plants are first quality and we are proud of our 
selection of varieties for you to try. 


. Pathfinder 


This was an early berry for us. It ripened a day or two ahead 
of Howard 17 and we think the flavor is better. It has an attractive 
color and holds up well after picking. Try some PATHFINDERS 
for your very early berry. They bear heavily and make excellent 
runner plants. 


‘ Howard 17 


This old favorite is still one of the best early season berries for 
the home garden or for commercial growers. Our plants are very 
healthy.and have the best root systems that we have ever seen ona 
HOWARD plant. We hope we may furnish you with this popular 
early berry. The HOWARD 17 is also known as the PREMIER. 


“\ Jamberee 


Here is your ideal berry for jams. Each year our customers 
>ompare cultivated berries with wild ones and never do we say 
shat any new variety is as flavorful as the old wild ones. 


JAMBEREE has that delicious wild flavor and is about half 
the size of cultivated berries. 


JAMBEREE is tops for jams, jellies, and freezing. It makes 
avery good row of strong plants. The berries grow in clusters and 
ripen rapidly early in the strawberry season. These are a delicious 
treat for those wild strawberry lovers, 


1 Phelps (New) 


Another University of New Hampshire variety is ready for 
you. This new PHELPS will satisfy your needs for a good early 
berry. This plant has extreme vigor with good runner habits. The 
fruit is a deep red with excellent size and ripens early in the season 
about HOWARD time. You will like the flavor better than that of 
the HOWARD. Im PHELPS as your eatly variety this year. 


\ Sparkle 


We are very enthusiastic about our SPARKLE plants. We 
have yet to find a variety that does as well under all conditions. 
Again SPARKLE was one of our best berries on the roadside 
stand. Each berry is packed full of flavor that makes you want 
more and more. A box full of these berries really sells itself. 


We highly recommend SPARKLE for the commercial grower 
and the home gardener. Their freezing quality makes them very 
popular. 


SPARKLE ripens about five days after Howard 17 and picks 
well for two weeks. Try them now for something special in straw- 
berries. 


Fairfax 


This is one of the older varieties that has been popular for years 
as a very sweet berry. It makes a good bearing row and produces 
large berries of a deep red color. FAIRFAX is another quality 
berry for your roadside stand. It is rated by some as a top berry 
that will not place second to any in quality. 


. Temple 


TEMPLE is gaining in popularity because it is the ideal box 
berry. [Every berry is cone shaped and it packs and shows well on 
the stand. It ripens a few days after Sparkle but the picking season 
is not quite as long. The fruit is a good seller and we liked it as a 
frozen berry, too. We rate TEMPLE as one of the best row 
makers, and you cannot have berries without a good stand of plants. 


1 Empire (New ) 


This new variety. is becoming popular because of its vigorous 
plant growth and very beautiful fruit. The berries are large, glossy 
red and hold their size well. EMPIRE was developed from a cross 
between Dresden and Sparkle at the New York Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station. 


\ Robinson’s Scarlet Beauty 


ROBINSON has been a filler for us here at Pearson’s Nursery. 
[t ripens after Sparkle and before the very late varieties. ROBIN- 
SON often makes too many runner plants even in dry seasons. We 
suggest that you check runner growth late in August. The plants 
are small and you will be very surprised with the extra large berries 
that they produce. 

The berry is extremely attractive with its bright red color and 
small white tip. We recommend ROBINSON to help extend your 
picking season. 


. Catskill 


The CATSKILL is a late berry on our farm. As is true of 
many late varieties, the picking season is shorter than that of early 
varieties. However, CATSKILL is a fancy berry with lots of 
flavor, slightly acid, which makes it popular with many people. 

We suggest you set CATSKILL in soil that holds its moisture 
as it does not do well on sandy soil in a dry season, 


This is another variety to help extend your picking season. 
It is a good freezing berry, too. 


Blaze (New) 


We are offering again this new variety developed at the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire. The BLAZE strawberry is a large 
bright red fruit with excellent flavor. It is a late bearing variety, 
coming after all the standard varieties. The plants are healthy and 
large with long root systems. We suggest you try these now. 
They should increase your late sales as they really look fancy in 
the box. 


Please order early as we expect a big demand for this new 
plant. 


N.H, F-13 (New) 


Here is a new variety that the University of New Hampshire 
Experiment Station is putting out for trial. This is a very late- 
ripening large sweet berry. You will find here another one of 
those very thrifty plants that stands well above other varieties in 
height and makes a real bright spot in your garden. F-13 should 
bring a premium price on your road stand as it ripens after others 
are all through. Plants are limited this year. Order early and try 
this very promising late berry. 


New Strawberries Under Trial 


This year we will be fruiting for the first time another new 
variety from the University of New Hampshire — STRAFFORD. 
Its originator feels that he has in STRAFFORD a very late bear- 
ing “premium price’ berry. Watch for it next year. 


A variety from Maine, ORLAND, is also in our trial bed and 
may be offered next year. 


RASPBERRY CULTURE 


CHOICE AND PREPARATION OF SOIL 


Use a spot that has been cultivated at least one year. Rasp- 
berries like a medium to heavy soil, prepared well for good root 
growth. 


FERTILIZER 


Manure is your best fertilizer. Apply at the same rate as for 
strawberries before setting your plants. Raspberries should be 
fertilized with manure every spring as early as possible. 


SETTING PLANTS 


Set plants 2% feet apart in the row and the rows should be 
6 to 10 feet apart, depending on your cultivation methods. 

Make a hole to fit the roots, usually 4 to 6 inches deep and a 
foot in diameter for large roots. Spread out the roots and pack 
soil firmly over them. Remember your new plants come up from 
these roots, so do not bury too deep. 


PRUNING INSTRUCTIONS: VIKING AND SUNRISE 


Do not do any pruning until your bed is established or at least 
two years old. After that you will wish to cut out all old canes as 
soon as the crop is picked, leaving the new canes to bear the next 
year’s crop. 


PRUNING INSTRUCTIONS: DURHAM EVERBEARER 


This raspberry will ‘bear two crops every year. The new 
shoots that come out of the ground in the spring will bear a crop 
that same fall and again the next summer. After the summer crop, 
you will cut out the old canes, leaving the new young shoots to 
bear that fall. 

Durham Everbearer may be used as a one crop fall bearing 
raspberry. This is advantageous where insects are thriving, as you 
cut back the whole bed each fall and all your plants the next vear 
are young healthy ones which bear a tremendous fall crop. 


RED RASPBERRIES

The DURHAM raspberry was developed at the University of 
New Hampshire by Dr. Yeager. Dr. Yeager has produced in this 
plant the ability to bear two crops in one season, a July crop on last 
year’s plant and a September crop on the new cane. 


The DURHAM EVERBEARER has found great popularity 
in the past few years. Its fall crop brings a premium on the market 
and a delicious treat to your table in September and October. 


The plant grows rapidly and is very free from disease. The 
fruit is large and of good flavor. The fruit clings to the plant better 
than most raspberries; this is a great advantage as the average 
rain does not wash them onto the ground. 


We have the original stock and have plenty for everyone. It 
is a berry you should not miss. 


\ Viking 
The VIKING red raspberry is one of the good old varieties 
that deserves a place on the preferred list. It is a very fine large 


red berry with delicious flavor. The cane grows very tall and bears 
a big crop the second year. 


This variety has been in our nursery for five years and has 
never had any mosaic or other disease. We are happy to offer this 
old reliable July bearing raspbérry. You will prefer the flavor to 
that of many new varieties. 


‘Taylor 


We are offering TAYLOR red raspberry for your midseason 
crop. This is an attractive bright red re pel TAYLOR is quite 
winter hardy and its growth is upright and vigorous. It has become 
a popular main crop red raspberry. 


New Raspberries Under Trial 


Last year we mentioned a variety of raspberry developed by 
Dr. Yeager at the University of New Hampshire. This variety is 
now named and will probably be released in 1956. We anticipate 
that this red raspberry will outyield all July raspberries. It has 
real quality in flavor and firmness.
